Whe» tho burning passion to become 
s famous and money-making dairyman 
first takes possession of a man, ho puts 
tho wholo strength of his mind to tho task 
of overcoming tho hard places that s 
little contemplation teachos him are to 
bo found in oach department of tho oc- 
cupation. 

It will not take him long to learn 
that tho first requisite 0 f a profitable 
dairy is a good hord of oows. He will 
not road far either in books on dairying 
or In tbo current papers of tho agricul- 
tural press before he comes across this 
statement that not moro than half the 
Cows In tho dairy herds of tho country 
pay for their keep, and that tho good 
c>i.vs carry the poor ones, to the groat 
loss of their owners. He rapidly solves 
tli's problem, in his own mind by doter-

In his herd. Now his trouble bogins. 
How is he to got up a herd of first-class, 
good, profitable cows. If he happens to 
nave plenty of monoy ho Is almost oer- 
toln to fall into the vory common error 
of thinking ho can buv them. Certainly 
this can be done, but It would bo along 
list that contained the names of all the 
men who have sunk fortunes In carrying 
out this plain proportion. The trouble 
Is that cows posses* such infinite varie- 
ties of form and character. Sonic arc 
neither physically or mentally adapted 
to the dairy, while others possess char 
acterlstics that are absolutely startling 
In their capacity for dairy work, while 
tho Intermediate space Is filled with 
every variety of cow, having good and 
bud qualities inextricably mixed. 

In view of those difficulties, tbo best 
wo can do is to sot before tho mind the 
ideal animal and then educate ourselves 
to the work of securing what we consid- 
er the best To do this there should be 
no east-iron rules, but breed and buy as 
opportunity presents itself. To become 
educated In selecting lbs best dairy 
tows, we naturally look to thu books on 
dairying and the agricultural papers. 
With a singlo pen they describe the ideal 
cow beautifully balanced, beginning 
with a fine bonv head, incurving horns, 
a slender neck, thin withers, and, 
spreading as you proceed, she has a 
Capacious barrel, nigh, broad hips; a 
long, thin tall, square udder and s 
Flanderinc escutcheon. Now go into 
the hard-working herd of some success- 
ful dairyman aud ask him to point yon' 
out his best paying animals, and the 
chances aro that ho will not exhibit a 
single ideal cow, simply because the sot 
of milk-giving is not, so far as we know, 
directly connected with or in any great 
degrco dependent npon any external

For many years the writer made a 
olose study of tho outward form and the 
mental characteristics of the bust cows, 
paying every regard to popular notions 
with a view to duplioating the best ani- 
mals by selecting the most promising 
heifer.-, (o be foqnd. Our success was 
quite equal to that of the average dairy- 
man, but faith in the ideal forms and 
outward signs of inward excellenco was 
badly shaken. In order to supplement 

experience wit b that of tbe bust judges, 

wu attended many of tho sales of blood- 
ed dairy cattle of late years, and con- 
sulted the herdsmen who have brought 
herds up to national reputations for ex- 
cellence of product, and find the follow- 
ing point- msko up the sum of a good 
heifer: (1) Large teats, (j) Teats 
set wide apart. (3) Upen twist with 
rudamentarv udder showing well from 
the rear. (4) Deep in the flank, (o) 
Slender neck. These are the cardinal 
features that have been found by prac- 
tical men to lead most directly to a cor- 
rect Judgment in selecting young 
heifers. 

The slim neck Is .generally Indicative 
p.f nqn-faltenniR .endonoy, With *ose 
characteristics a ncKer Is not certain to 
(urn out a good one, but you have this 
assurunco, that she has evory roquisite 
of a good oow, and if she- fails it Js nc 
fault of tours, while many heifers prove 
absolutely that they possosscd the ca- 
pacity for making tho milk, but that 
misfortune of small teats, narrow quar- 
ter-, or dellcato constitution, forbids 
their ever becoming profitable cow-. 
Nothiug has been said about pedigree in 
choosing young bolters, but wo merely 
call attention to thoso outward signs 
that apply to all breeds, whother of blue

A rough-and-ready bluck hat, having

A pretty little f rench bonnet It In 
pale bluo crapo shirred on a foundation 
with a coronet of jet leaves and at the 
top a knot of velvet with blue ribbon 
bows. Among dainty ovoning bonnets 
is one of embroidered lissc showing be- 
neath it a triple row of pearls surround- 
ing the edge. Three yellow meet at 
the top are held by soft" loops of ptle 
Uao gros grain ribbon, a scries of end* 
being caught backward In waves upon 
tho crown. A narrow ribbon of ollvo 
velvet, with purled edge is passed 
around the bonnes between tbe crown 
and slightly lifted brim, tho strings be- 
ing also extended around tho edge of 
the crown on which their upper ends 
aro crossed In loops, and fastened both 
here and on the sides by pins with shell 
heads. 

One of the handsome largo hats Is a 
brown Gainsborough, trimmed with 
fisherman's net and owl's wings, with 
iutei mingling bows of brown gros-grain 
plcot ribbon.

It is an 
excellent wash for preserving shingles 
and for all farm purposes. — Boston 
Ulobe. 

— A good substitute for coffee Is 
chocolate mode with three-quarters \fa- 
ter and ono-quartcr milk. Four square 
Inches of Baker's chocolate will inako 
four cups. When tho milk and water 
boil mix in the ohocolato, which should 
bo first melted in hot wator. Add a lit- 
tle sugar. A few spoonfuls of whipped 
cream put in just before serving odds to 
tho taste.— Huston Budget. 

— Speaking of tha cultivation of wild 
fruits which may bo dono advantage-

HIMTS ON WASHING. 

Uoinbluina tbe ClaaeMlag PWIIHII Willi me 
l'raavrvatlnii of tbo Uooda Waalied. 

Washing Is so common a thing that 
ono might read ]y suppose every houso- 
wlfo familiar witli the myrtorlos of it 
And so they f,0|uently are, so far, at 
lonst. as enables tliom to mako things 
look clean, but hotv few can combine 
lids cleansing process with the preserva- 
tion of the articles which are washed. 

Almost invariably the same system is 
used in washing articles of ovory de- 
scription. 1 bavo been told by a gen- 
tle 11 an who has had much experience in 
hiring help for tho laundry in hotels, 
that it is exeicdlngly difficult, to get 
good laundresses oven there, where there 
is not so great a variety of washing to 
bo cone as In private families. In wash- 
ing plain, white clotlios a few general 
rules will suffice. First novor put your 
clothes to soak tho night before 'wash- 
day, unless you nso warm wator and 
soap them well. It is not necossary to 
soak them at nil. For washing, prepare 
a tub of warm water witli a tittle soda, 
which is not at all injurious to the 
clothes if used In reasonably small quan- 
tities. If there are spots on any article, 
wet them first in cold water, then take 
each article separately and put it 
into tho warm water, soaping 
well all tho parts that are much 
soiled. When your tub is well filled 
push tho clothes baok and add hot wa- 
ter, but be careful not to put it on the 
clot lies, or you will bo likely to scald 
the dirt into them. Wash thorn twico 
before boiling, and rinse thoroughly 
aftor. Tho washerwoman of Belgium 
and Holland, so provorbially ofloctivo 
in their work, use borax instead of soda; 
it saves saap, softens tho hardest water, 
and does not in the least injure the 
texture of tho linen. Colored muslins 
or lawns must be washed one by one 
in cold water. If they fro very dirty, 
above all, bo careful not to use the 
smallest particle of soda. The best 
soap for articles of this material is the 
common yollow. A small piece of alum 
should be boiled in the wator in which 
tho lather it made. Tho soap should 
not be al lowed to remain any timo in 
the linen, but the article; wa.h • I 
should lie rinsed Immediately after 
washing, and hang out to-dry. Leave 
all the articles beside the tub, washing 
each separately. Thoy must bo ironed 
as soon as they dry, and not allowed to 
remain damp over night nor sprinkled. 
Do not iron with hot irons. Pink and 
green tints may withstand the washing, 
but will be likely to change color as 
soon as a hot iron is put on them.— 
Baptist Weekly.

INDIAN HISTORY. 



An Intereetlnt Chnpter Iron the Annals of 
the Ilonver Tribe. 

If wo could get at tho facts of tho 
history of savago tribes, it would be of 
interest to compare thoso witli what is 
related as tho fortuno of most civilized 
nations. It is only in tradition that 
tho history of the Indian lives, and onlv 
one version of tho story is ovor heard. 
Somotimes this it so truo to nature that 
no room for doubt can be found. Such 
is the following chapter from the annals 
of the Beaver tribe, which lives on the 
northern part of tho British possessions: 
One day a. young chief shot his arrow 
through a dog belonging to another 
brave. The bravo revenged the death 
of his dog, and instantly a hundred 
bows were drawn. Era night had 
fallen somo eighty warriors lay dead 
around the camp, tho pino woods rang 
with the lamentations of the women, 
tho tribo had lost its bravest men. 
There was a temporary truce; the friends 
of the chief whoso arrow had killed tho 
dog yet numbered some sixty people; it 
was agreed that they should separate 
from the tribe, and sook their fortuno 
in the vast wilderness lying to the south. 
In the night thoy began their march; 
sullenly their brethren saw them de- 
port nover to return. Thoy went their 
way by the shores of the Lesser Slave 
Lake, toward the great plains whioh 
wero said to be far southward by the 
ban ks of tho swift-rollingSaskatchewan. 
The tribo Beavers novor saw again this 
exiled band, but a hundred years later 
a Beaver Indian, who followed the for- 
tunes of a white fur-hunter, found him- 
self in ono of the forts of the Saskatche- 
wan. Strange Indians wore campod 
about tho palisades; they woro portions 
of the great Blackfcet tribo "whoso 
hunting-grounds lay south of tho Sas- 
katchewan. Among them wero a few 
bravos who, when thoy conversed to- 
gether, spoke a language different from 
that of the other Blockfoet; in this lnn- 
guogo the Beaver Indian recognized bis 
own tongue.— Youth's Companion.

"In his speech at Elkton several 
weeks since and again at Franklin 
Mr. lthea made allusions to acompact 
between Mr.T. F. Small, of this place, 
and Judge Halsell by which the for- 
mer was to receive the post office 
here in consideration of his carrying 
Todd county for Halsell. Mr. Small 
was -formerly a resident of Todd, 
and it wa. supposed that through 
his relatives and friends there he 
could exert a considerablo influence 
especially in a close race. 

During Mr. Uhca's speech at Frank- 
tin Mr. Small was.callcd on to verify 
or deny tho report, and he rase and 
stated in substance that no compact 
had been entered into between him- 
self and Judge Halsell, but that he 
had attempted lo influence his friends 
in Todd to vote for Halsell on the 
ground that he (Small) would in the 
event of Halsell's carrying Todd 
receive the post office appointment at 
Bussellvillc, but that he acted in tho 
mailer on his own responsibility. 

lthea then referred to' Esau's hav- 
ing sold his birth-right for a mess of 
pottago, that ho got the pottage in ad- 
vance, but that in the present case the 
pottage never would be delivered. 

Several days later Small wrote a 
nole to lilies, and demanded a re I tac- 
tion of what he said ; and lthea refus- 
ing to retract, tho matter rested till 
last Friday, when all parties concern- 
ed were in Elklon.

B. unless, (and 
here mark an important exception.) I 
believe it to be my interest to do so. 
and whenever thai tiino comes I shall 
do just as any Qther free and inde 
pendent citizen does, exercise my best 
judgment and act' accordingly. Il 
frets mo to hear citizens of Hopkins 
ville say that the south end of Chris 
tian couiitv is prejudiced against 
Hopkinsvillo. It is not true that 
there are individuals here and there, 
who are so, J will nol attempt to de- 
ny. But that the majority of ctir pro 
pie, or even a respectable minority 
are so, is no more tine than that Hop- 
kinsvillo is prejudiced against our 
end of the (COUnty, which a few of our 
people profess to believe. Neither 
has any more truth in it, than whai 
Dr. tells to every pretty wom- 
an he meets. But we do say to your 
people thai tins Is "Our Jim" that 
wants to go to Congress, and if you 
wish to preserve and cement good 
fellowship you will go a long ways 
towards il by giving him, as we shall 
lo, an almost uuaiiimous support. 
Now think about this, and as Sam 
Jones says, "Quit your meanness."

AN EARTHQUAKE. 

Tho Wholo Country Shakon Up 
And Charleston S. C, Almost 
Ruined. 



An earthquake shock was felt all 
over Hie country, except in tho far 
west, shortly after 0 o'clock Tttcs 
day night. It was felt more or loss 
perceptibly at Louisville, Cincinnati, 
Now York, St. Louis, Nashvillo and 
iu fact all over the country cast of the 
Rocky Mountains. In Chic ago and 
tho northwest it was comparatively 
light. At most places only one shock 
was fell. Two shocks were folt a 
Nashville, just before!) o'ciock. 
OUAkLajTOX hf.stroykii. 

Tho only place whoro any damage 
was done was at Charleston, S. C. 
lit that city live shocks were felt, 
diminishing it) violence from the 
lirsl. The first was about 10 o'clock 
p. m. The people rusliod torror 
stricken from their houses. Groat 
loss to property was caused and 
many lives were destroyed. Build- 
ings were thrown down and numer- 
ous llres started, but these were 
promptly subdued and controlled. 

Later dispatches slato that the 
shocks continued at intervals Wed- 
nesday and Wodnesday night, though 
of a mild character. The last shock 
about midnight shook down several 
houses. At Charleston tho death 
list foots up about 50 and the proper- 
ty loss is about *I0,000,0IX'. Three 
fourths of the buildings will have to 
lie rebuilt. It Is impossible In de- 
scribe tho effbeli produced on the 
lienplo there and elsewhere 
where the shocks were severe. Some 
prayed, some cried and some fainted 
from fright. Others leaped from 
windows ami were killed or crippled.

It was felt by Mr. A. II. Smysor hi 
ijhe B. & 0.

Tlio House being in Committee of 
tho Wliolc, and having under consid- 
eration the bill (II. It. 7318) to impose 
duties upon foreign imports, and for 
other purposes. The pending amend- 
ment boing a motion to strikeout the 
provision proposing a tax of ten per 
centum on tiuiuia and ciiiclionidia— 
Mr. McKenzie said : 
Mr. Chairman : I desire to givo 
notice to the committee that at tho 
proper time, if the amendment pro 
posed by the gentlemen from Vir 
gmia shall pass, I will move to insert 
on tho free-list "quinia and cinclioni- 
dia, sulphate and salts of," so that it 
■nay not come in under the uncuu- 
inerated clauses at an average rate of 
duty of 25 per cent, advalorem, but 
shall be entirely upon the free-list. 

Mr. Chairman, in tliocousideration 
of this question it seem9 to me that 
no argument whatever is necessary 
to demonstrate the importance of re- 
taining these articles upon the free- 
list. No bill was passed by the Forty- 
sixth Congress that met with such 
unanimous praise and commendation 
on the part of the body of the Ameri- 
can people as the bill putting the 
salts and sulphates of quiniue and 
cinchouidia on the free-list. 

There are two questions that sug- 
gest themselves to us in this conucc 
tlon : One is, has the passage of that 
bill stopped or retarded in any man- 
ner the manufacture of these salts in 
this country. The answers to these 
questions are very simple. So far 
from retarding tho manufacture. I 
have in my baud tables showing that 
since the passago of that act on Juno 
30, 1879, which was thedato of the 
passage of the bill, up to tho present 
time, there has not been an increase, 
two establishments having 6prung 
into existence since that time, while 
the prices have steadily declined. 
With referouco to the question aB to 
whether these articles have becu 
cheapened bv the passage of the bill, 
I desire to call the attention of the 
committee the table prepared by Mr. 
Mr. J. S. Moore, who probably haB as 
much general information upon the 
subject of tho tariff as any other 
citizen in this country, the chairman 
of the Ways and Means committee 
always excepted. [Laughter.] From 
January 1879, to July 30, 1879, the 
price of taxed quinino as shown by 
theso tables was $363 per ounce. 
From July 1, 1879, lo December 31, 
1879, after the free-quinine bill had 
gouo into operation, tho prico was 
*3,29 per ounce, making a saving to 
the pcoplo of 34 cents per -ounce 
In 1877 taxed quinine sold at $3 (17 
per ounce, and in the year 1880 free 
quinine sold at $303 per ouuee, a. 
saving of 73 cents. 

In tho year 1878 taxed quinine sold 
for (3.52 an ounce, and in 1881 free 
quiniue Bold for $2.47>i per ounce, 
showing the immense saving of $1.01' i 
per ounce under tho operations of the 
free-quinine bill. Or take It in this 
way : tin average price of quinine 
from January 1, 1877, to July, 1879, 
was $3.64}£ per ounce, and during 
tlio two and a half years from July 
1879, lo December 1881, tho average 
prico of freo quinine was $2 86 per 
ounce, or a reduction of 78. 1 3 cents 
per ounce. 

Now, I have tried every imaginable 
way to find out exactly what amount 
nf quinine wa9 consumed in the 
United States, and the very best ap- 
proximate estimate that 1 have been 
ublo to reach is that it amounts to 
some 2,000,000 of ounces per annum 
The saving, therefore, which resulted 
from tho passage of this free-quinine 
bill Is over »i,500,000 a year to the 
people of this country ; and taking it 
for the three years since the passage of 
this bill, tho saving to the American 
people has been over $4,500,000. 

I ask tho honorable chairman of 
tho committee on Ways and Means if 
in the literature of petitions that have 
crowded his committee-room— that 
audience chamber of protection— a 
single, solitary consumer of quinine, 
white or black, male or female, "in- 
cluding Indians not taxed"! laughter ' 
lias ever asked that august body to 
restore 1 cent on that drug? I guar 
antee that there is not one, and fcdefy 
the gentleman from Pennsylvania to 
exhibit a single instance where any 
cry lias ever come up for the reiin 
position of tlio tax on quinine, unless 
i t came from the jobber.m anu factu rer, 
or dealer in some form, who is in- 
terested In keeping this tax upou the 
people. 

In all this bad bill of 140 pages, 
which is cumulative in its wicked- 
ness and progressive in its devilment, 
the proposition to restore the duly on 
quinine is the climacteric and ultima 
2'AuJeofits meanness. [Laughter.] 
No bill has ever emanated from the 
committee on Waysu*nd Means, a 
committee whose name elrouUl bo 
changed by resolution of this House 
to that of the "friends of the poor" 
[laughter]— no proposition has eman- 
ated from that committee which com- 
pares with tills either in its aggregat- 
ed or segregated iniquity. [ Laughter 
and applause.]

Mr. McKenzie— Mr. Chairman 

Mr. Kelley — I rise to a question of 
order. I bclrcvo tho rulo is that 
speeches shall alternato for and 
against a proposition. 

Mr. Mclvoiizic— I do not think it is 
worthy of the honorable chairman of 
the committee on Ways and Means, 
who has occupied so much of the val- 
uable time of this llouso and tho 
world at large [laughter[, to object lo 
my proceeding. • 

Tho Chairman— The gentleman 
from Kentucky [Mr. McKenzie] is 
entitled to the flour and will proceed. 

Mr. McKenzie— I thank the gentle- 
man from Tennessee for his courtesy 
In all its dreary pages this 140-page 
bill is unredeemed by a single feature 
which looks to tho benefit of either 
the government of tho United States 
or the people themselves exotpjt such 
as are manufacturers, jobbers, or mo- 
nopolists, and I defy tho gentleman 
from Pennyslvania [Mr. Kelly] to 
show such a feature if it exist. 

The aguo-slrickcn people of this 
count rv will call this Congress ac- 
cursed'if the tax on this drug is re- 
stored. They pronounced your party 
unworthy of confidence last Novem- 
ber. They demanded reform in our 
tariff system, and it comes with ill 
grace from vou after having becu 
repudiated at tho polls to roinstale a 
tax for which not one single solitary 
voter lu America lias petitioned 
except those who have a direct pe- 
cuniary interest in its imposition. 

You had as well attempt to lay a 
lax on air and Cod's sunlight, which 
I honestly believe you would do if n 
single citizen or firm in tlio city of 
Philadelphia were engaged in the 
manufacture of cither. [Laughter ] 
I desire to ask this hoiiorablo com- 
mittee on Ways and Means if they 
are willing to go on record as cham- 
pioning a bill which looks to tho 
relief from taxation of all "proprie- 
tary medicines," preparations that 
Iiav3 caused more wry faces and more 
pained viscera than all other prep- 
arations known to human ingenuity 
in the matter of physical torture; and 
as still insisting upon the reimposi- 
lionofa tax upon quinine, which 
"brings healing on its wings" to 
every bed of sickness in the land? 

I!y tlio way, I got a circular-letter 
this morning from Uosengartcn & 
Sons,, telling me of the outrageous 
Injustice being done to the industry 
they aro following: They thraelened 
ub in 1879, when (he bill was passed 
taking the lax off this drug, with 
the stoppage of their factory. Hut 
they are running still, and two ad- 
ditional factories have been started 
since the removal of the duty. Now, 
Mr. Chairman, the case before the 
House stands thus. Powers & 
Wcightmaii against the sick people 
the United States; Itoscngartcii 
& Sous against tho fever hospitals. 
The majority of tho Ways and Means 
Committee appear for the plaintiff, 
and I desire, Mr. Chairman, to have 
my name entered as attorney for the 
defense. [Applause.] 

I realize that numbers and ability 
arc arrayed against mo, but, poor 
advocate as I am, I feel that my 
cause is so Just lean plead it success- 
fully before that great juvy to whom 
you last appealed and who brought 
4n a verdict of guilty without the 
recommendation of mercy. [Laughter 
and applause.] 

You may defeat this amendment 
here, you fall to strike these two 
liues out of this infamous bill : but 
wo will appeal to the American 
people, and I have no sort of doubt 
as to the result. If you re-enact this 
tax you lend yourselves to the spread 
of malarial fever, and I want every - 
man as ho passes between tho letters 
hero who desires to promote the es- 
tablishment of peBt-houses and fever 
hospitals, who wants to add rack 
and pain to beds of sickness, who 
wants to appear as tho confederate of 
dealh and the friend of the devil, to 
record himself in favor of the restora- 
tion of the duty on quinine. [Laugh- 
ter and applause.] 

Tho Chairman— The time of the 
gentleman from Kentucky has ex- 
pired. 

Mr. McKenzie— I sincerely hope 
the House in its kindness wilt give 
mc five minutes more 

Mr. Kelley— I move that the gentle- 
man have leave to print. 

A Member— It is too good to print 
without being listened to. 

Mr. Kelley— I desire to say if we 
throw open these questions for gener- 
al debate in committee thero will be 
no controlling the legislation of the 
House. I object to any extension of 
time in t he Committco of the Whole. 
I have no objection to tlio gentleman 
printing ids remarks. 

Mr. McKenzie— I make an appeal 
to the gentleman from l'ciinyslvaiiia 
1 am going out of CongresB but deBire 
lo be heard now ou behalf of the lax- 1 
payers of the country; and this is 
probably the last despairing appeal I 
shall ever mako to tlio stony-hearted 
rentlcniaii on that side of the House. 
"Laughter.] 

Tho Chairman— The Chair will 
state the question. Tho gentleman 
from Kentucky asks unanimous con- 
sent that ho may be allowed five min- 
utes more. 
Mr. Ilrumm— I object. 
Mr. lleagan— I move to Btriko out 
the last'wurd. 

The Chairman— Debate on the 
pending amendment is exhausted. 

Does the gentloiuan from Kentucky 
withdraw the pro forma amendment ? 
Mr. McKenzie —Yes, sir. 
Mr. lleagan— I renew it and yield 
my time to the gentleman from Ken- 
tucky [Mr. McKenzie.] 

Mr. McKenzie— Mr. Chairman, I 
thank the gentleman from Texas.

The Chairman— What point of 
order does the gentleman make? 

Mr. Miller — I make the point of 
order that a pro forma amendment 
can not bo debated, and that debate 
is limited to live minutes on cither 
side.

The Chairmau— It has been the 
universal custom to allow debate on 
pro forma amendments. 

Mr. Miller— I object, and ask to 
have the Chair to rulo on the point 
of order.

Mr. Haskell— Will tltf gentleman 
from Pennsylvania allow mc to suy a 
word ? 

Mr. Miller— After the rulo is read 
The Chairman— The gentleman 
from Pennsylvania objects to debate 
on pro forma amendments, and asks 
that paragraph 5 of rulo XXIII be 
read. 

The Clerk read as follow: 
When general debate is closed by 
order of the House, any member shall 
be allowed five minutes to explain 
any amendment he may offer, after 
which the member who shall first 
obtain tho floor shall bo allowed to 
speak five minutes in opposition toil, 
and thero shall bo no further debate 
thereon; but tho same privilege of 
debate shall be allowed in favor of 
and against any amendment that 
may be offered to an amendment ; and

by tho unanimous consent of tho 
committee. 

Mr. Haskell— Let mo say a word, 
for I think it may bo of some service 
lo our friends on both side of House. 
However desirable it may bn to cut 
off pro forma amendments and de- 
bate Ihercon, if mv friend from Penn- 
sylvania [Mr. Miller] will think n 
moment he will sec that this bill Is so 
peculiar in its naliiro, almost every 
line of it being a separate and distinct 
Item, that all a member has to do in 
order to get an Opportunity to 
speak for five minutes is to 
make 8OUI0 substantial amendment of 
the rate of duty proposed. There- 
lore, it will amount to the same thing 
precisely as what is technically term- 
ed a pro forma amendment. 
Therefore, I believo it is the best

ilie simple reason that all a memoir 
has to do when checked on that line 
is lo movo somo substantial amend- 
ment by way of changing the rate of 
dutv proposed. That is tho reason 
why members of tho Committco on 
Ways and Means have made no ob- 
jection to such amendment-. 

Mr. Miller— I shall insist upon tho 
Chair ruling on this question of or- 
der. Unless some such action is ta- 
ken this bill would not have passed 
this Committee of tho Whole before 
Ihe 4th day of March next. 

Yesterday I observed that amend- 
ment aficr amendment was offered lo 
each lino of this bill as we reached it, 
and often, loo, by persons who did 
not seem to understand even the form 
or substanco of Ihe iiiiiemlmciils they 
were offering. The propriety of tax- 
ing beeswax, soap, and castor oil was 
discussed at length, and the lime ot 
the House taken up, as though the 
people of this country would be crush- 
ed by such legislation.

Mr. McKenzie— All thc6c Irrele- 
vant remarks which have been made 
ou a point of order arc somewhat 
damaging to the continuity of my 
speech. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Miller— I rise to a parliamen- 
tary inquiry. 

Mr. McKenzie— I decline to yield 
to the solemn gentleman from Penn- 
sylvania [Mr. Miller). 

The Chairman— The gentleman 
from Kentucky declines to yield, and 
will proceed. 

Mr. McKenzie— The remarks of the 
cool-headed, mild-mannered, unfrcii- 
zied gentleman from Penns} lvauia 
Mr. Miller] have added groat sol- 
emnity to these proceedings, and I 
therefore proceed with my remarks 
with great misgivings. 

I want to call the attention of the 
House to the fact that last year, as 
members will possibly recollect, I ob 
jeeted lo the delegation of Iho pow- 
ers of the Committee on. Ways and 
Means to that association of middle- 
aged and highly unprejudiced spec- 
ialists known as the Tariff Commis- 
sion. [Laughter..] I did uot then be- 
lieve that the Tariff Commission had 
any more ability to revise our system 
of revenue Ihan had the Committee 
on Ways and Means. But after read- 
ing the bill reported by that commit- 
tee, and comparing it with the re- 
port of the Tariff Com mission and its 
recommendations, I desire publicly 
to retract every utterance I made on 
that occasion. [Laughter.] 

Now look at the free-list of this 
bill it is full of goodness and wisdom 
and benevolence. *I 6ce here, and 
thank God for il, that the Committee 
on Ways and Means havepufblood" 
on the free-list. [Laughter.] Sir, if 
you were to levy a tax of only 1 cent 
a gallon on all 'the blood which you 
liavo extracted, through the means 
of your infamous tariff, from the 
American people, you could pay the 
national debt in twelve months and 
have a large surplus in the federal 
treasury. Considering the enormous 
amount that you have heretofore ex- 
tracted, you need not levy any pro- 
hibitory duties on it, nor need you 
permit it to come in free. It is al- 
ready a drug in Hie market. 

Then I find that the committee lias 
nit "bone-dust" on the free-list. My 
Jod, gentlemen, you arc manufac- 
turing bone-dust in pauper grave- 
yards whenever you propose to tax 
inlulne, and you uro making it very 
fast. [Laughter.] 

You have put "musk and civet" on 
the freo list. Now, when I come to 
contemplate this bill, looking at it in 
its altitude and its pulchritude, in its 
concavity and Its convexity, In its 
obliquity and its iniquity I feel 
like exclaiming with old King Lear 
when comtcmplatiug the ingratitude! 
of his daughters : ; 'Give mc an ounce 
of civet, good apothecary, to sweeten , 
my imagination." [ Laughter. 1 

You have exempted "ipecac" from 
duty. All, gentlemen, you need not | 
put thai on the free-list to croatcuaii- 
Bca enough in tho stomachs of the 
American pcoplo to lead I hem to 
spow your parly out in 1884. [ Laugh- 
ter. 1 

And you have put "leeches'^ on the 
free-lUt. That I suppose is "for Ihe 
purpose of exempting the protected 
"barons" and the Committee on Ways 
and Means." [Laughter.] 

Then you havo put upon the free- 
list an article called "divi-divi." 
What that il-Uod Almighty and a 
few protected individuals only know. 
I presume it is meant to protect these 
"barons," and to Biiggcst that the 
Committee on Ways and Means want 
a double quantity of whatever "divy" 
is. [Laughter.] 

You have put diamonds on the 
free-list.
